PREVIOUS CERTIFICATION: Is this monument perpetuated by the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office? 
Yes. The monument was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on August 9, 2011. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 
The original government surveyor set a wooden post at this corner in 1815. No trace was found of the post or its 


accessories. The post was set equidistant between the northeast corner of Section 7 (currently monumented by a stone) 
and the southeast corner of Section 7 (currently monumented by an iron pin that perpetuates the location of a stone). In 
2000, Raymond Graham calculated a position for this corner that was 7.74 feet south of the centerline of Graves Road, 
which is 45.9 feet north of the mathematical split between the northeast and southeast corners of Section 7. The 
methodology employed by Graham to calculate this corner is unknown and we found no evidence of reliance on 
Graham’s calculated position by other surveyors or by the public. In 2011, Matthew Badger monumented the corner at 
the midpoint between the northeast and southeast comers of the section. The Badger rebar has been accepted on all 
subsequent surveyors and we accepted it as the corner by common report.
